Meanwhile, Venezuelan Energy Minister 
Humberto Calderon Berti said ministers of 
the Oraganization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries plan to meet in London on Oct. 14 
to review a “gentlemen's agreement” 
adopted two weeks ago to lower production 
by 10 per cent to alleviate the peiroelum 
surplus. Calderon Beiti is a past president of 
OPEC. 

Venezuela has already decided to maintain 
its production levels because of the shortfall 
caused by the Iran-Iraq war, according to the 
minister.

RIYADH, Oct. 4 (SPA) — Defense 
Minister Prince Sultan said in a newspaper 
interview Saturday there has been no sec- 
urity threat to the country as a result of the 
Iran-Iraq war. 

“We do not fear such threats, because 
the Kingdom has the power to defend 
itself if necessary,” he told A1 Jedrah. 
“But there have been no threats from any 
side.” 

Commenting on the dispatch of U.S. 
early warning radar planes last week, the 
prince said his government did not request 
these planes as a result of a threat from 
any one. 

"The Kingdom previously had 
requested this kind of planes to upgrade 
the ability of the air force, ' he said. 

He said Saudi Arabia's armed forces 
were in a normal state. “There his been no 
mobilization, because we did not fee! 
there is any threat to the security of our 
country warranting such a move," he said. 

510 ordered 
off burning 
Dutch liner 

JUNEAU, Alaska. Oct. 4 (AP) - Fire 
spread through a disabled Dutch cruise ship 
about 1 20 miles off southeast Alaska early 
Saturday, and all 5 10 people aboard ordered 
to abandon ship, the U.S. Coast Guard said. 

There was no immediate word on any 
injuries aboard the burning cruise ship Prin - 
sendam . Coast Guard officials said a fire was 
ragjng in the engine room despite efforts of 
the crew to extinguish the flames. 

The stricken vessel was riding slightly 
choppy seas in 32 mpb winds, coast guard 
officials said. 

Ray Massey, a coast guard spokesman in 
Juneau, said at about 9 a.m. local rime that 
the order had been issued to abandon ship. It 
was not immediately known if the passengers 
and crew were getting into lifeboats or if 
rescue craft had arrived. 

Initial reports indicated the fire, which 
broke out in die engine room, had been 
extinguished, but shortly after 5 a.ra.. a 
report from the vessel said the flames were 
spreading, said Massey. 

"The fire has spread from the engine room 
to the dining room,” he said. 

Lt. Bart Baxter in Seattle said three coast 
guard cutters, fixed- wing aircraft and 
helicopters, as well as“anumberof merchant 
vessels,” were racing to the ship, about 2U0 
kilometers west of Glacier Bay National 
Monument. The private tanker also changed 
course and headed for the Prinsendam. the 
coast guard said. 

The cause of the fire was not immediately 
known. 

Massey said a loss of water pressure 
because of the fire had left the passenger 
liner, registered in the Netherlands, without 
firefighting capacity. Coast guard helicopters 
were bringing firefighting equipment from 
Sitka, Alaska, more than 241 kms away, he 
said. 

Khomeini radio 
spins U.S . tune 

BEIRUT, Ocl 4 (AP) — Half an hour 
after playing an Iranian revolutionary song 
called “Death to America," Tehran radio on 
Friday broadcast "Stars and Stripes Fore- 
ver.” one. of the most patriotic U.S. military 
march tunes. 

Iranian broadcasters, who have repeatedly 
denounced the United States as "the great 
Satan” which instigated the Iraqi invasion of 
Iran, apparently did not know the signifi- 
cance of the song they played. 

“Stars and Stripes Forever." which was 
named for the stars and stripes in the Ameri- 
can flag, was composed in 1897 by John 
Philip Sousa, former leader of the U.S. 
Marine Band. 

Tehran radio has been interspersing its 
newscasts and sermons with martial music 
since ihe Iran-Iraq war began. Earlier this 
week in a broadcast monitored in Beirut. 
Tehran radio played “The Battle Hymn of 
the Republic," a song written during die U.S. 
Civil War in the 1865*5 and used by northern 
troops as they marched off to battle against 
the southern states' ■ confederate army. 


In fight for Khuzestan 

Iraq bolsters invasion force 


BASRA, Iraq. Oct. 4 (Agencies) — Iraq 
pushed more troops and supplies toward its 
southern battlefrom Saturday as fighting to 
seize control of the key towns in Iran's oil- 
rich Khuzestan province -appeared dead- 
locked. 

Meanwhile. Iranian warplanes raided 
Baghdad Saturday morning, witnesses said, 
after Iraqi MJGs attacked seven cities in an 
8 1 0-km swath of Iranian territory. Both Gulf 
oil giants had claimed victories on the 
ground, and an Iranian firing squad executed 
1 5 people for espionage and treason. 

In Tehran, the Prime Minister's official 
announced Iranian forces are in full control 
of the southwestern port city of Khorran- 
shahr after 48 hours of bloody dashes in 
which they pushed back several waves of 
Iraqi attackers. 

“At the moment the armed forces and the 
people have complete control of the town “ it 
said in a statement broadcast on Tehran radio 
early Saturday morning. 

“Right now. Iranian ground forces, gen- 
darmerie. naval strike forces, and revolutio- 
nary guards, assisted by the people, are fight- 
ing face to face with the enemy.” its added. 

Reports from the Iraqi town of Basra, 
across the Shatt A!- Arab water way from 
KorramshaHr, spoke of fierce fighting for 
control of the Iranian cargo port with several 
fires visible last night. 

A report quoting Palestinian sources in 
Beirut Saturday said that King Hussein had 
sent up to 5, IKK) Jordanian troops to Iraq to 
carry’ out internal security duties and free 
Iraqi soldiers to fight in the war. 

The daily newspaper. The Guardian, said 
the Jordanian were ferried to Iraq planes 
which had supposedly landed in Jordan to 
avoid the risk of being knocked out by Ira- 
nian air raids on Iraqi airfields. 

The Guardian noted that King Hussein was 
the first Arab leader to cope out four-square 
in favor of Baghdad in the lraq-Iran conflict. 

Extra forces from Iraq were being sent to 
the fighting as Iraqi troops encountered 
heavy resistance in Khorramshahr. In Bagh- 
dad. Iraq admitted that fighting was continu- 
ing in Khorramshahr, despite earlier claims 
that its forces had seized the city.

Carter tells 
Zia American 
support firm 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4 (Agencies) — , 
President Carter met President Zia UI-Haq \ 
of Pakistan Friday and reaffirmed the U.S. 
commitment to defend that Asian nation. 

Recalling the 1 959 U.S.-Pakisian defense 
agreement. Carter told reporters outside the 
White House: “If Pakistan should be in 
danger, that commitment stands today.” 

Carter praised what he called the courage 
and tenacity of Pakistan and said its freedom, 
independence and security are of the utmost 
importance to the United States. Both men 
were smiling and apparently pleased with 
their meeting the first since the Soviet inter- 
vention in Afghanistan last December and 
Zia’s rejection of U.S. military aid offer. 

The Pakistani leader, who at the time dis- 
missed the $200 million U.S. offer as 
“peanuts” made no mention of military assis- 
tance Friday. 

Caner said Pakistan and the United States 
agreed “that the Soviet invasion of Afghanis- 
tan is contrary to the Jaws of peace-loving 
nations apd to peace and stability in the 
world.” 

The president said Zia’s recent trips to Iran 
and Iraq “to try to limit the combat, the loss 
of blood... are of greatest importance to us 
all.” - 

In an address to the General Assembly of 
the United Nations on Wednesday Zia said 
the Mideast conflict was attributable “to the 
unstable conditions created in a sensitive area 
by pressures and counter-pressures.” 

He said an essential condition for peace 
was “the observance, strict neutrality and 
noninterference in their internal affairs by 
the outside powers." tSee story page 3)

UNITED NATIONS. Oct. 4 — Iran has 
denied its warplanes attacked Iraq's $300- 
million nudear power facility on Tuesday, 
while Iraqi offidals here refused to comment 
on reports the air raid was carried out by a 
third country.

Thursday. Iranian diplomats here issued a 
denial that their country's warplanes had 
attacked the nudear site.

Observers noted that the attacking country 
would have had to possess American-built 
aircraft which could be disguised as Iranian 
air force jets.

Their locations 
are marked on the various maps that can be 
secured on Mecca's various roads and in the 
holy places. 

He added that public transport buses will 
be- available around the dock to drive motor- 
ists \*o left their vehides in the parking lot to 
downtown Mecca and to the holy places. 
They can accommodate a very large number 
of passengers and the ticket price is very 
cheap. 

Gen. Al-Sheikh said the ban on small cars 
was only meant for the pilgrims' comfort to ' 
enable them to have an easy Pilgrimage. He 
added that (he experiment was carried out 
successfully last year though only partially. 
Only 30 per cent of all small cars that tried to

ples and his Muslim faith. 

Now that he has switched to marketing 
and cheap publicity ads, he has really low- 
ered himself, his principles and morals. 
We had not expected a champion like 
Muhammad Ali to go round the world 
signing advertising contracts for the sake 

of ma terial gain. 

All the sentiment, regard and apprecia- 
tion that we had long cherished for his 
heroism and principles crumbled and dis- 
sipated like so much smoke in die air. 
What he did yesterday he would do it 
again, for money has become the cor- 
nerstone of his life. 

The ads that we see today with 
Muhammad Ali in the forefront will be 
repeated, but from now on from his side 
only for an those interested in him are 
lamenting his present status. 

It is “hard luck" for the advertisers too.

He said 
sides being a source of deep concern to the 
orid community, the conflict between Iran 
id Iraq “causes profound anguish” to 
Jamie world in particular. 

Zia attributed the "violent conflict” to the 
nstable conditions created in a sensitive area 
y a colonial legacy. 

“We fervently hope that peace between 
lese two neighboring countries will return 
non Inshallah” , be said, Zia stressed that it 
■as the duty of the international community 
nd in particular of the Islamic and 
onaligned worlds to make a positive con- 
-i tuition toward the resolution of the differ- 
nces between Iran and Iraq. 

An essential condition for the return of 
eace between Iran and Iraq, Zia said, would 
e observance of strict neutrality and no run - 
:rferencc in their internal affairs by the out- 
de powers. 


He said that he was received warmly by' 
Presidents Banisadar and Saddam Hussein 
and that he was able to ascertain the views of 
"my two brothere” in an atmosphere of 
mutual trust and confidence. 

Zia said be had faithfully conveyed to each 
leader the views and position of the other in 
regard to cessation of hostilities. He earnestly 
hoped and prayed that efforts would continue 
to end the tragic conflict and that a peaceful 
solution would be found to their differences 
on the basis of justice, respect for each other's 
rights and in the. spirit of Islamic solidarity 
and brotherhood. 

Slating Soviet armed intervention in 
Afghanistan, Zia said that the Islamic world 
was profoundly concerned over the tragedy 
that had overtaken the small independent 
and nonaligned Muslim country. He said that 
a small Muslim state had been subjected to 
military intervention on a massive scale in an 
artempi to keep in power a regime that had 
been foisted on an unwilling people. 

Zia said that the deep resentment of the 
international community and the Muslim 
world in particular against the.act of aggres- 
sion had been dearly expressed in the 
demand for an immediate, unconditional and 
total with raw al of foreign forces from 
Afghanistan. 

He regretted that the OIC initiative to set- 
tle the Afghan crisis had been stalled by the 
negative attitude of the Kabul regime. 

Rejecting allegations that Pakistan was in 
any way involved in the Afghan insurgency 
which in fact was a manifestation of a " patrio- 
tic upsurge” of a proud people, Zia said that 
Pakistan was providing shelter to Afghan 
refugees in Pakistan in a humanitarian spirit 
and in conformity with the traditipn of 
Islamic brethren. 


Hi ghl ightin g the role of Islam in fostering 
peace, Zia said that Islam was pivoted on the 
cardinal principle of unity of human origin 
while it enjoined solidarity among the Mus- 
lims. it prescribed strict justice, even to their 
enemies and peaceful relations among all 
humanity. _ 

In his speech. Zia criticized the policies of 
the two super-powers. He maintained that 
American support for Israel was one of the 
major causes of destabilization in the Middle 
East. He severely chastized Russia for depriv- 
ing the traditionally free people of Afghanis- 
tan of their independence. 

Zia emphasized the need for economic jus- 
tice to the Third World of which “the Mus- 
lims are a part and in which they arc called 
upon to piay a decisive role.”

Jordanian military help 
for Iraqis ‘not ruled out’ 


Hussein, Assad to visit Moscow 


VIENNA. OcL 4 ( AP) — Jordan's King 
Hussein did not rule out Jordanian military 
help for Iraq in its war against Iran, 
Urbeiterzioorfg, the organ of the ruling 
Austrian Socialist Party said Saturday. 

The paper said the Jordanian monarch met 
Austrian newsmen who accompanied Chan- 
cellor Brono Kreisky on his official visit in 
Amman Friday, dearly supporting Iraq's pos- 
ition. 

So far Iraq had not asked for military help, 
the king said, when he recalled the military 
assistance Iraq bad given Jordan in its fight 
against Israel. 

The paper said the king was against U.S. 
engagement in the Gulf region as "no 
policeman" was needed there. 

** A blockade of the Strait of Hormuz would 


be an aggression against all the Arab world 
and would demand counter-measures.” 

The king underlined that Iran will have to 
give up its sovereignty of the Sbatt-Al- Arab 
region, return land that was turned over after 
the 1975 agreement and give up the three 
Strait of Hormuz Islands. 

In Amman meanwhile, Kreisky and Jorda- 
nian Prime Minister met Friday to discuss the 
Jerusalem issue and repercussions of the 
Iraq-Iran war, officials said. 

Upon arrival in Amman Thursday. Kreisky 
told newsmen his country would aim “to 
achieve peaceful solutions and establish close 
ties between democratic Europe and the 
Middle East.” 

Kreisky has been accused by Israel of har- 
boring pro- Palestinian sympathies. 


Tunisia warns 
of ‘new form 
of cold war 9 

UNITED NATIONS. Oct. 4 (Agencies) 
— Tunisian Prime Minister Muhammad 
MZali has warned of the reappearance of a 
"new form of cold war" making security, 
defense and arms the priority at the expense, 
of peace and development initiatives being 
pursued in the North- South Dialogue. 

Gting Afghanistan and the Iran-Iraq war. 
M'zali Friday told the 35th General Assem- 
bly that events show “to what point the good 
of the entire world is put in question ...” and 
insisted on the necessity of continuing the 
North-South Dialogue despite the recent 
impasse. 

“Despite the obstacles, the North-South 
Dialogue must be followed. Each of the two 
parties must show moderation and realism, 
and not give the impression that their funda- 
mental interests are being threatened.” he 
said. 

M'zali reiterated Tunisia's position on the 
Soviet intervention in Afghanistan: the with- 
drawal of .foreign troops and preservation of 
the independent and nonaligned status of 
Afghanistan. 

He also reaffirmed Tunisia' s support for 
the “good will mission” to Iran and Iraq, 
headed by Pakistan Presidcn i Zia-ul-Haq, on 
behalf of the Organization of Islamic Confer- 
ence. calling the mission a "first hope.” 

Noting the war between Iraq and Iran, he 
warned that developing countries cannot 
develop economically “if they devote the 
largest part of their means to arras.” 

Union split 

In a separate development in Tunis, the 
government of President Habib Bourguiba is 
attempting to resolve a split in the trade 
union movement in Tunisia, divided as a

Langer, who first had a taste for the game 
when he took up caddying as a nine-year old, 
was the continent's best player in the Hen- 
nessy Cup match at Sunni ngdale when he 
picked up £ 1,800 as his share of the team 
prize.

But as Dromoter Don King said: "Ali is 
yesterday. This is the champion (Holmes). 
Write about him.” 

Former champion Leon Spinks, who 
knocked out Bernardo Mercado in the ninth 
round Thursday night, is being talked about 
as Holmes’ next opponent But Holmes said: 

" We don’t know who is going to be my next 
opponent because I'm not thinking about 
fighting." 

Muhammad Ali was not the sole loser in his 
fight against Larry Holmes — an ardent fan 
of his in W. Malaysia was so exdted over the 
match that be collapsed and died in front of 
his television set Friday morning.

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FLOUTING THE WORLD 


Although Foreign Minister Prince Sand Al Faisal dedared that 
Israel did not possess die privilege to flout resolutionsfry the United 
Nations, the Jewish state is acting and behaving with complete 
impunity as if it had enjoyed such a right all along. Supported by the 
full might of die United States, Israel has made mince meat of all the 
decisions of the world body from its inception. Ami when die Sec- 
urity Council urges it to abandon Arab lands, and recendy the An* 
sector Jerusalem, without die threat of economic sanctions, Israel 
regards the rest of the world minus the U.S. with enormous con- 
tempt 

Israel appeared to count on continuous and unstinting American 
support, which was not too late in coming as President Carter publ- 
icly announced he would rather dump die UJ4. and world peace if 
Israel were to be expelled from the United Natrons for flouting the 
unanimous resolutions of the members. 

-This is the obvious conclusion already reached by the Arab and 
Islamic states that prompted the declaration of Jihad, or holy strug- 
gle, by tire croWn prince of Saudi Arabia, and before him King Faisal. 
Prince Sand reiterated the stance of the Kingdom and that of die 
Islamic world. He said it was up to these states to brace fora long and 
hard struggle to develop their capabilities until the time comes to put 
them to use, not to commit aggression but, rather, to undo its ravages. 

Unfortunately, the Islamic world has been distressed by an agoniz- 
ing conflict that can do nothing but harm die Arabs and Muslims of 
die world. The war between Iraq and Iran has been a tragic distrac- 
tion and an indefensible waste of human and material resources. 
How much more powerful would the Islamic states have been with 
these resources channelled into the Jihad to stem continued and 
determined Israeli defiance in the Middle East. Already die damage 
is calculated in billions of dollars as far as military hardware is 
concerned: much more will be needed to rebuild the oil installations 
and cities destroyed by both sides. 

To stop this war the United Nations may not do much, since some 
of the powers there may be gleefully expecting it to go on unabated, 
but certainly the Organization of Islamic Conference should rise to 
the occasion and do something to halt die carnage of Muslims in one 
of the most crucial regions of the Islamic world. So far it has done 
little to this effect since Iran appears to be wounded too deeply to 
acquiesce in aceasefire without first hurting Iraq as bacQy as the latter 
had done to it. 

This calls for more rigorous diplomacy by the OIC before the two 
obdurate governments find themselves enmeshed in a vicious drde 
of retaliation and counter-retaliation.

SINGAPORE - 

Appeals to China from the “hegemons" in Mos- 
cow and Hanoi to talk peace, not war, have been 
ignored by Peking. As the Chinese see it, the Soviet 
Union and Vietnam are amply out to convince the 
world that Moscow and Hanoi are a rep os itory for 
sweet reason, the objective being to persuade 
members of the United Nations to evict the 
“Democratic Kampuchea" of the homicidal Pol Pot 
from the Chmbodian seat in the General Assembly, 
and to agree that it must go to tiro pro- Vietnamese 
puppet regime under Heng Samrin in Phnom Penh 
— or nobody. 

China backs Pal Pot, but behmd a seemingly 
intransigent front, policy in Peking undergoing 
subtle changes that could one day end the deadlock 
in Cambodia. 

When a political reshuffle in China brought the 
pragmatic Zhao Ziyang to the top as prime minister 
earlier last month, both die Russians and the Viet- 
mmese quickly expressed hopes that their tratfi- 
tional “friendship'’ with Peking would be revived, 
and relations between their capitals “normalized." 

Zhao Ziyang promptly replied that China prop- 
osed to wage a world-wide “tiE-far-taiT struggle 
against the Kremlin's “wildly ambitious and aggres- 
sive” schemes, and Peking threw out an offer from

Hanoi to open negotiations in October. 

rhina had already imposed unacceptably steep 
conditions for any dialogue with Moscow, insisting 
. that the Russians first cut the number erf their divi- 
sions on die Sino- Soviet border from 54 to 12, 
withdraw all their troops in Afghanistan and Outer 
Mongolia and stop supporting Vietnamese aggres- 
sion in Cambodia. 

The Chinese believe that when Moscow and 
Hanoi talk detente, it is because they are already 
overstretched, and Peking's instinct is to stretch 
them further. To avoid a Third World War. Vice- 
Chairman Deng Xiaoping was quoted as saying last 
month, “We must try very hard to tie down the 
~-*6eviet Union for several years (in) Afghanistan and 
Kampuchea.'' 

A chain of ominous events has hardened China's 
distrust of Russo- Vietnamese plotting. In June 
Vietnamese troops blasted their way across the 
Combodian border into Thailand, and that episode 
was followed by a Laotian attack on Thai vessels on 
the Mekong River.

American policy toward the Latins

The presidential - campaign and election raise 
anew the question of what to do with the U.S. 
wasteful Latin American policy whose aimless drift 
of the last four years has caused a disheartening 
deterioration in the U.S. relations in this hemis- 
phere. The task of creating a sound policy is not 
easy, but it might be more manageable if Washing- 
ton serried ona way to think about Latin America, a 
way to assess its likely evolution during the 1980s. 

A good starting point ought be to recognize three 
common themes that run through Latin America, 
and use them as policy building blocks. The first 
theme is the commitment to rapid economic 
growth. The region is entering- the '80s primed for 
growth and radrating energy. The confident expec- 
tation is that it will register average gross national 
product increases two or three times higher than 
those posted by the industrialized countries. While 
such glowing prospects will be a lure for traders and 
investors, tiie message for policymakers is that the 
critical diplomatic issues in the '80s wfll be. trade, 
technology and capital. Access to these, which are 
prim arily the possessions of tiie industrialized coun- 
tries, is what Latin American governments will 


crave. Clearly, a U.S. policy tilted to promote such 
access would provide the most forceful buttressing 
imaginable to hemispheric relations. It would place 
the United States in aposition of beneSdazy of such 
growth as well as promoter. 

A second unifying theme is tiro co mmi tment to 
private enterprise. With the exception of Cuba, 
each country is following a development model that 
depends on private sector initiative backed by 
strong public sector involvement. The systems have 
their country- by-country variations but they all boQ 
down to hybrid capitalism. Policymakers should 
note that after 20 years, Cuba's hard-line socialism 
has elicited no sustained interest (although the 
theory remains widely attractive). Furthermore, 
failure to appreciate Latin America's approach to 
economy building is to work at cross purposes with 
the U.S. own system, which depends on interchange 
with vigorous, growing markets for survival. 

The third unifying theme is Latin America's 
Western orientation. Its philosophical and religious 
mainsprings are the same that have nourished 
Western Europe and the United States. The sharing 
of cultural roots and the immediate common bond 
they afford is abundantly evident. A traveling 
businessman or government official finds the same 


attitudes in Latin America that he finds in die 
United States or Europe. Contrast this with a Mid- 
dle Eastern, Asian or African encounter, where a 
businessman must learn new code words and con- 
cepts to understand these societies. 

It fallows that a policy that appreciates the West- 
ern namre of La tm America is in order. This initsetf 
implies the recognition of a special relationship — 
one that is akin to that which the United States has 
with Europe. Policymakers must be careful with 
special relationships. In otfaeT eras they have often 
proved unrewarding and even demeaning in t »itn 
America. The key to a successful one wonld seem to 
be to pattern it after the U.S.' with Europe so that it 
is dearly based on the premise of adults dealing 
with each other, not a patron with hs charges. 

The recognition of a fundamental special rela- 
tionship with Latin America, when wedded to tiie 
recognition of mutuality of economic interests and 
support for development aspirations, would give a. 
much needed context and goal orientation to tiie 
U.S.* Latin American policy. Instead of being dealt 
with on an ad hoc bass, the variety of issues that beg 
attention could be resolved in a framework that has 
meaning and' direction. 

Among the benefits, human rights objectives 


would be accepted more easily. Most Latin Ameri- 
can governments simply read the U.S.' human 
rights concerns as interference m their internal 
affairs. They wfll continue to do so until tiie U.S. 
policy is infused with logic, direction and a bona fide 
attempt to support their economic goals. A 
Washington working along these lines would stand 
a far better chance of addressing the many problem 
areas surging up in Latin America. These indude: 
Central America, where unstinting efforts to bols- 
ter tiie stfll considerable forces of moderation 
should be pursued; the Caribbean, where fright en- 
ing but solvable economic problems may force 
extreme social disorders; Mexico, where sheer coo- 
fiisiOD and President Carter’s flatfootedness have 
caused a traditionally waxy neighbor to become 
even more aloof while several issues on the U.S. 
common agenda remain dangerously unaddressed; 
Brazil, where once warm relations have cooled dis- 
astrously; and Argentina, where an insolent 
approach has caused that nation's stubborn refusal 
to support the grain embargo against tiie Soviets 
This state of affairs in. a hemisphere of friends 
would be ridiculous if it were not so lamentable. 
Some new thmlring on policymaking is badly 
needed. (NYT)

Newspaper editorials dealt with Aba AMChaiT s 
speech at tiie IMF and IBRD meeting in Washington 
and further discussed tiie Iraqi- Iranian war and its 
repercussions. Al Riyadh stressed the comprehensive 
nature of the Finance Ministers speech, giving promi- 
oence to the Kingdom's firm commitment to its role and 
to obligation toward tiie welfare erf world community. 
The p^>er added that Aba AL Khali shook the industrial 
world when he specified standards Tor a sound interna- 
tional dealing. It said that the Kingdom is carrying out its 
responsibility toward the countries of the world and is 
always ready to cooperate for the sake of mankinds 
welfare and prosperity, and a stable economic order in 


the world. Whatever Saudi Arabia is doing for both the 
industrilaized and emerging nations is proof enough of 

its keenness to help stabilize tire international situation 
in its differnt aspects.

Post-election letdown seen 
If Reagan becomes president 


NEW YORK. Oct. 4 ( AP) — With only a 
month remaining before the U.S- presidential 
election. Wall Street analysts see several 
potential stabling blocks for the stock market 
in the political outlook. The strong advance 
in stock prices this summer was often 
described, correctly or not, as a “Reagan 
rally,'" based on the financial community's 
traditional Republican leanings. 

But of late the race between Ronald 
Reagan and President Jimmy Carter has been 
shaping up as a much doser contest than 

appeared in prospect at mid-summer, when 
the polls showed Reagan holding a wide lead. 

Even if Reagan is successful in his candi- 
dacy, there is some risk of a post-election 
letdown," Leon G. Coopennan, chairman of 
the Investment Policy Committee at Gold- 
man, Sachs and Co., declared in a recent 
report to the firm's dients. Cooperman noted 
that such a letdown occurred in the British 
stock market a year and a half ago when 
Conservative Margaret Thatcher was elected 
prime minister. 

From February 1979, when anticipation of 
a Thatcher victory began to mount, through 
May of that yean when she took office, the 
London Financial Times stock index rose 25 
per cent. But it peaked on the day of her 
inauguration.

One explanation for die “post-election 
letdown” phenomenon is that heady prom- 
ises tend to dominate during campaigns, 
while less pleasant but often necessary 
actions often come afterward. As James G. 
Joyce, a analyst at Tucker Anthony and R.L. 
Day put it, “Election-year politics are such 
that unpopular decisions are usually 
delayed.” 

Should Carter win the election, he would 
achieve a feat unique in this century — a 
victoiy for the incumbent party in a recession 
year. Analysts at Smith Barney, Harris 
Upham and Co. noted that 1 6 of the 1 9 presi- 
dential elections since 1900 came in years 
when economic activity was on the rise. The 
“ins” prevailed in 12 of those elections. 

The “outs,” by contrast, captured all three 
that were held against a background of reces- 
sion or depression — in 1920, 1942 and 
1960.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4 (AP) — The 
U.S. unemployment rate declined for tbe 
second straight month and wholesale 
prices fell for the first time in years, the. 
government said Friday in two reports' 
that reflected an overall improvement in 
the American economy. The labor 
department said the unemployment rate 
declined to 7.5 per cent in September, 
down from 7.6 per cent in August and the 
lowest since April, when it was 7 per cenL 
It reported separately that the wholesale 
prices were down 0.2 per cent in Sep- 
tember, a sharp turnaround from a 1 .5 per 
cent increase in August and die first 
dedine since wholesale prices fell 03 per 
cent in February 1976. 

The two reports could help President 
Carter’s re-election hopes as they reflect 
an improving economy. They also are the 
last employment and wholesale price 
statistics before the Nov. re-election. 


Unemployment In W. industrial 
states may remain at high level 


LONDON, Oct. 4 (R) — Unemployment 
in Western industrial countries is likely to 
remain at an high level in the foreseeable 
future even if economic growth picks up 
again, the intelligence unit of the Economist 
Magazine forecast Friday. 

“Barring some totally unforeseen and 
apparently highly improbable economic 
mirade here it will not be expected to return 
to what is conventionally understood as full 
employment,” Economist Harry Shuttsaid in 
a report. 

There were signs of a long-term tendency 
in tbe 24 countries of the Organization of 
Economic Cooperation and Development 
(OECD) toward increased productivity, 
boosted by microchip technology. This would 
make it even harder to create more jobs, he 
said. 

Unemployment in OECD countries rose 
from 9.8 milli on or 3.1 per cent of the work- 
force to 20 million or six per cent of the 
workforce in 1979. according to official 
statirtirt 


Even a revival of the unprecedented high 
growth rates between 1951 and 1973 would 
have to be eustained for many years to out- 
pace increased productivity, the report said. 

“In fact there is every reason for doubting 
and very little reason for confidence in the 
ability of the OECD countries or indeed of 
the world economy in general, to resume the 
pattern of rapid growth of the pre-1974 
period,” the report said. 

It said there was also growing resistance in 
OECD countries to industrial expansion. 

One cause was the tendency of consumer 
demand to grow more slowly or even stagnate 
after periods of rapid expansion. Another 
was the increasingly widespread hostility to 
industrial growth and consumerism because 
of fears of damage to the environment and 
health. 

Shutt said tiie world economy must be able 
to satisfy new needs and open up ndw mar- 
kets in order to expand sufficiently to mop up 
unemployment, but he saw no way to do iL

ier election issues, by a dash of per- 
lalities in which charges of "personal 
tarnation” and “calculated insult” were 
odied to and fro.

' nt said by the pollsters to be undedded it 
' uld easily have been the key battle of the 
' -'mpaign. However the outcome disap-

Another criticism was that too much time 
was spent on old disputes such as Schmidt’s 
l *no" vote in a 1954 debate on the expansion 
of the armed forces, and the 1962 “SpigeT 
affair which led to Strauss' s resignation as 
defense minister. “ What can the debate have 
done for the parties? Almost nothing," was a 
television commentator’s verdict. 

Against expectations much of the toughest 
language came not from the mercurial 
Strauss but from his opposition ally, Christian 
Democratic (CDU) leader Helmut Kohl, 
who flanked the opposition candidate and 
repeatedly taunted the chancellor. 

He said it was “cheap and malicious" for 
Schmidt to question the opposition's ability 
to safeguard peace, and he was ashamed that 
the government had sought to sow hate in this 
way. 

The chancellor retorted, “That’s the first 
time you've ever been ashamed for me. You 
should be ashamed of yourself.”

The debate ranged over Bonn’s handling of 
its “Ostpolitik" towards Eastern Europe; 
disagreements with the United States, and 
government handling of the Afghan crisis 
before settling on the emotive domestic issue 
of terrorism. Bnt the only new weapon in 
Strauss’ well-tried election arsenal was an 
insinuation that East Germany might have 
been behind the Munich beer festival bomb 
attack last Friday, in which 13 people died. 

He said be thought the bombing bad not 
originated from neo-Nazi extremism, as 
investigators believe. Instead, he asked why it 
was that so many refugees from East Ger- 
many "have inflitrated or settled into these 
(extreme rightist) organizations” 

The idea was deplored by the leader of the 
Free Democratic Party (FDP), Foreign 
Minister Hans- Dietrich Genscher, who him- 
self came from East Germany. It was slur on 
the two million East Germans who have set- 
tled in the West, he said.

LONDON, Oct. 4 (LAT) — Each morning 
if ore dawn, in the oak and beech forests of 
ngland, groups of men move silently toward 
te clearings at the edge of the woods, where 
ser feed on grass. 

One man will- switch on a battery-powered 
totlight blinding the deer and freezing them 
i their tracks. Another man will unlease vie- 
ws '‘lurchers” bounds that are crossbred 
X ferocity and speed. 

Sometimes the deer win be brought down 
•y rifle or shotgun, but at other times the men 
riD use a crossbow, patterned after the 
aedieval weapon, to avoid the noise of gun- 
ire. 

The deer are quickly butchered, their car- 
asses haulted away to vehicles. But often, in 
heir haste, the men ieafe behind wounded 
leer that stumble back into the forest to die 
■Jowly. 

; These men are Britain’s poachers, whose 

Wealthy and bloody activities have increased 


alarmingly in recent months — and have 
become a subject of debate in the House of 
Lords. 

The reason for the upsurge in poaching is 
simple — money. The price of venison has 
soared in England, and it is popular these 
days in Europe. 

Saddle of venison sells in fancy London 
butcher shops for about $7 a pound, so a 
carcass of an average-size deer will bring 
about $400 for the poachers. A successful 
poacher can make as much as $2 .500 a week. 

Poaching is not limited to deer authorities 
are concerned over the number of salmon 
being taken illegally from streams in' Eng- 
land, Wales and, particul ary, Scotland. Some 
rivers, such as the Dee and die Don in Scot- 
land's Aberdeenshire, have been virtually 
depleted by the poachers, who use nets or 
explosives to take the fish. By some esti- 
mates. salmon poaching in eastern Scotland 
runs to $1 .5 million a year. 


Poachers also shoot game birds out of sea- 
son. A pair of pheasants will bring about $10 
on the back market. 

The forests erf Britain — Sherwood Forest 
in the Midlands, the New Forest in Hamp- 
shire, the Cotswolds, Norfolk. Shropshire, 
the Lake District, Cumberland and the Scott- 
ish Highlands — have an estimated 1 million 
deer and have long been the major target for 
poachers. 

In the past, poaching was usually an indi- 
vidual affair — a poor man might take a few 
rabbits for his hungry children. The legen- 
dary Robin Hood was a poacher, hunting the 
royal red deer of Sherwood Forest, near Not- 
tingham. 

But times have changed. Michael Clarke, 
the bead keeper of New Forest, said that in 
the past 10 years, "we have moved from an 
age of casual poaching by people for their 
own pot to gangs operating for commercial 
gain."

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Viola wins 

Argentine 

presidency 

BUENOS AIRES. Oct. 4 (AP) - The 
ruling military junta has named former army 
Commander Roberto Vida to a three-year 
term as Argentina’s next president. 

Viola, 55, will take office next March 29, 
succeeding Jorge Videla, who led a coup 
against the widow of populist leader Juan 
Peron on March 1976. 

The juata, formed by the army, navy and 
air force commanders, announced the deci- 
sion four days after his self-imposed dead- 
line, following weeks of debate over how 
much power the new president should have. 

In recent weeks, junta members have 
stated there would be no basic changes in the 
Videla government's “process of national 
reorganization’’ to eliminate Peronist and 
Marxist influence from national life before 
restoring elected government. 

As army chief of staff during the coup, 
Viola Layed a key role in plotting this “pro- 
cess.” It seeks to impose a free- market 
economy, curb trade union power, promote a 
strong conservative party and institute a 
permanent military “watchdog” role over 
future civilian leaders. 

Portugal judges 
socialists today 

LISBON. Oct. 4 (R) — Portugal's voters 
decide Sunday if they still want a government 
that seeks the removal of socialist ideas fronj 
the constitution and a return to private enter- 
prise. A three- week election campaign ended 
Friday night with big rallies in Lisbon by the 
ruling right-wing alliance and the opposition 
Communist Party. 

Saturday was officially designated a day of 
reflection with all campaigning banned. Tens 
of thousands of people attended the two ral- 
lies to hear pop music and dosing speeches by 
party leaders. 

Socialist leader Mario Soares wound up the 
campaign of his center-left Republican and 
Soaalist from (DRS) at a rally in the north- 
ern dty of Oporto. 

Prime Minister Francisco Sa Caraeiro said 
his Democratic Alliance (AD) a coalition of 
Social Democrats. Christian Democrat and 
Monarchists, had shown itself to be the only 
democratic force capable of ’governing Por- 
tugal. 

The AD came to power in January after 
winning a slender parliamentary majority in 
raid- term elections. It seeks a four-year man- 
date to purge the constitution of its Soaalist 
clauses and open state-controlled sectors of 
the economy to private enterprise. 


‘Harmed relations 


France expels leftist editor 


PARIS. Ocl 4 ( AP) — French authorities 
Friday expelled an Egyptian-born American 
journalist within hours of an appeal hearing 
before an administrative tribunal. Police 
officers placed Simon Malley. 49. founder 
and editor of the stridently anti-Western 
magazine Aftique -Asie, on board a plane 
bound for New York. Malley arrived a few 
hours later, was admitted without delay, and 
checked .into a Manhattan hotel. 

The government canceled Malley s 1 2- 
year-old residence permit in June on the 
grounds that his activities harmed relations 
between France and conservative regimes in 
Africa and Asia. The expulsion order 
aroused a storm of protest from the French 
press and opposition political groups. 

Malley had remained in hiding for several 
weeks to avoid arbitrary expulsion, possible 
in France without court order by a simple 
administrative derision. He appeared for his 
appeal hearing before the tribunal Friday 
morning accompanied by three French 
lawyers. Immediately after the hearing, he 
was taken into custody by police officers who 
escorted him directly to Charles De Gaulle 
Airport. 

Malley, his American-born wife and their 
three children were all affected by the expul- 
sion order. They were believed still at the 
couple's house in the fashionable 16th Dis- 
trict of Paris. 

Malley was bom in Cairo of Egyptian par- 
ents in 1923. He lived in New York from 
1 949 to 1 968 and acquired American citizen- 
ship in 1956, the same year that he married 
Barbara silvers rein of New York. The couple 
have three children. 

Malley bad lived in France since founding 
Aftique - Asia in 1 969. Largely subsidized by 
militant leftist regimes in Africa, including 
Algeria. Angola and Mozambique, the 
magazine systematically defended Soviet 


policies including the invasion of Afghanistan 
and the deployment of Cuban troops in 
Angola and Ethiopia. 

The French Federation of Journalists 
issued an immediate protest against Malley’ 5 
expulsion. In a communique, the federation 
said the expuslion was “all -die more unac- 
ceptable on Lhat no preriseiikt could be held 
against Malley.” 

"To subject foreign journalists in France to 
such a vague and subjective notion as an 
‘obligation of discretion’ represents a consid- 
erable threat to the freedom of expression." 
the communique said. "Such unjustified pro- 
cedures risk making France, in the eyes of 
international public opinion, a country of 
repression and arbitrary action.'* 

Irish police hit 
gasoline-runners 

DUBLIN. Oct. 4 (AP) — Security officials 
on both sides of rhe Irish border Saturday 
cracked down on smugglers running gasoline 
into the fuel-starved Irish Republic from 
Northern Ireland and seized a tanker loaded 
with 6.000 gallons. 

The tanker cargo was worth an estimated 
$28,560 on the mushrooming black market in 
the republic, where a three- week- old wildcat 
strike by 50 0 tanker drivers over a pay dis- 
pute has caused severe shortages. 

The tanker was detained early Saturday 
and four men arrested by Nonhem Ireland 
customs officials at a border checkpoint at 
Ready in South Armagh County. 

But an officer in the republic’s customs 
service said the seizure was” just the tip of the 
iceberg” of a growing traffic in gasoline 
from the British- ruled north. "We ve seized a 
lot of small consignments of gasoline, mostly 
ordinary people with jerry cans.” the officer 
noted.

South can therefore 
reasonably conclude that West 
must have -started, with three 
hearts, one of which he has 
already played.

2,000 rally 
for freedom 
in Estonia 


STOCKHOLM, Oct. 4 (AP) — About 
2.000 students demonstrated in the Estonian 
capital of Tallinn, demanding an end to 
Soviet rule in Estonia and the withdrawal of 
all Soviet citizens, emigre sources in Stock- 
holm said Saturday. 

On two separate occasions last Wednesday 
and Friday, the students, ages 15 to IS, tried 
to march on government buildings in the 
center of Tallinn, the sources said. In each 
case they were turned back by police and 
many were beaten in scuffles with security 
men, the informants said. 

About 150 students were arrested during 
the demonstrations, but most were later 
released, the sources said. Estonia was 
annexed by the SovieL Union along with 
other Baltic states at the end of World War II. 
At least half a million of the nations 1.4 
million inhabitants are believed to ,be Rus- 
sians.

The meeting fol- 
lowed a nation-wide one-hour protest strike 
Friday against delays in raising wages of all.

The party took an unprecedented step by 
authorizing the national television to broad- 
cast extracts of the discussion. The three lead- 
ing newspapers were also to be printed excep- 
tionally on Sunday to report on the proceed- 
ings. 

It was the seventh plenary session of the 
qpfral committee since the last party con- 
gress in February. The fourth session on Aug. 
24 sacked Premier Edward Babiuch and the 
government's economic and propaganda 
chiefs in the midst of the strikes paralyzing 
the Baltic ports and spreading throughout the 
country. The strikes were trigggered by 
increases in meat prices. 

The fifth session six days later authorized 
the government to gFant the rights demanded 
by workers to strike and to form unions inde- 
pendent of Communist leadership. Such con- 
cessions had never before been made in a 
Communist country.

Jews demand Bonnet’s ouster 


PARIS. Oct. 4 l AFP) — Jewish street 
demonstrators Saturday demanded the res- 
ignation of interior minister Christian Bonnet 
following a bomb explosion that killed three 
people and wounded 30 at a Paris synagogue 
Friday evening. 

Several thousand members of the group 
"Jewish Renewal" demonstrating in the 
Avenue des Champs Elysees also demanded 
a parliamentary committee to investigate 
alleged infiltration of police by extremist 
groups, and called for a one-hour general 
strike during the funeral of the bomb victims. 

The synagogue in a well-to-do residential 
street two blocks from the Arch of Triumph 
was under police guard following the 
machine gunning of a synagogue and three

other Jewish establishments here on the night 
of Sept. 26. But the guard failed to notice two 
motorcyclists leave the bomb, hidden in a 
package on a parked car. 

Six other Jewish establishments have been 
attacked with sub-machine gun bullets or 
gasoline bombs in France since February last 
year, and 32 people were injured by a bomb 
at a Jewish soda! center in Paris on March 27 
last year, the day after the Israeli- Egyptian 
peace treaty was signed. Police have failed to 
mate any arrests in these cases. 

X man purporting to be a member of the 
European Nationalist Fascists (FNE) phoned 
to say that group planted the bomb. A mass 
protest demonstration and two-hour work 
stoppage were called for Tuesday by the 
Communist Party and various leftist groups 
ia Paris. In Marseilles, another protest 
demonstration was planned for Saturday 
night with support from the Communist Party 
and various labor unions. 

Socialist Party national secretary Jean 
Poperen assailed Premier Raymond Barre 
for allegedly saying on the radio Friday night 
that the “odious bombing intended to hit 
Israelites going to the synagogue hit innocent 
French people crossing the street." 

Poperen complained that the wording indi- 
cated the premier did not consider French 
Jews to be French citizens. 

Observers noted that the bombing was stir- - 
ring up a leftwing political furor against the 
government for its difficulty in tracking down 
a supposed handful of right wing extremists. 
But the possibility could not be excluded that 
the bomb was plamed by leftwing extremists, 
some observers commented. 


Arabs back broader IMF lending 


WASHING TON. Oct. 4 (Agencies) 
Arab states the industrialized countries 
anti the developing world have shown 
■-tr.'ng and widespread support" for an 
expansion of World Bank lending, out-going 
World Bank President Robert "McNamara 
said Friday. 

In his dosing speech during the joint Inter- 
national Monetary fund- World Bank assem- 
bly. McNamara said the participants broadly 
agreed that "the Bank needed to expand its 
presently approved lending program and 
should examine all possible means of financ- 
ing that expanded program, including the 
establish mem of an energy affiliate of the 
bank." 

But perhaps opposed to this altitude is that 
of key financial authorities who are con- 
vinced that fighting inflation must remain the 
top priority of many governments. 
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That's how Jacques De Larosiere summed 
up the results of the four-day meeting. De 
Larosiere heads the IMF. 

He said progress in figh ting inflation is con- 
sidered necessary to get more money into 
new plants and equipment to keep countries' 
production growing over the long run. De 
Larosiere did not discuss the situation of 
those countries usually the poorest countries 
where governments are less concerned about 
inflation than about creating jobs and raising 
standards in the short run. 

De Larosiere noted that governors had 
said they were seriously worried about poor 
countries that lack oil. Aid has to be 
increased, he went on. and the rich countries 
have to open up their markets for the goods 
produced in the poor onces. 

"I fervently hope." De Larosiere said, 
"that the many statements of concern... on 
these matters will be translated into effective 
action." 

He defended the IMF against criticism that 
it imposes harsh policies on individual coun- 
tries in return for its loans. In the effort to cut 
down inflation, critics say, the fund's condi- 
tions for loans cut down the amount of money 
in poor people's hands to buy the things they 
need. 

“The Bank must mobilize additional 
resources but it must do this in a manner ihar 
takes full account of the current budgetary- 
constraints faced by the governments of the 
developed nations,' ' he said. 

McNamara, who is to leave his post next 
June after 1 2 years as World Bank president 
added that “the developing countries, 
already financing 90 per cent of their own 
development efforts, will have to mobilize 
additional resources but they cannot succeed 
in this enoromous task by their efforts

US. hopefuls zero on big-vote states 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 4 (R) — With 
exactly one month to go before the voting. 
President Jimmy Carter and Republican 
Ronald Reagan are now waging a fierce 
struggle for a dozen key states where the 
United States presidential election may well 
be decided. 

Local polls show that many of these 
densely populated states axe the very ones 
where independent John Anderson remains a 
force to be reckoned with and where his 
appeal to liberal voters could prove fatal to 
Carter. 

The candidates' travel plans and political 
strategies brought this into sharp foots as the 
presidential election campaign passed the 
midway point. Election Day is Nov. 4, with 
four weeks of frantic campaigning ahead. 

Reagan took a slim lead in most national 
opinion polls this past week, but the main 
change in the contest seemed to be one of 
tone — away from personal invective and 
inward exchanges on issues. These exchanges 
were framed in harsh, accusatory rhetoric, 
but they centered on precise policy distinc- 
tions, indicating that something approaching 
a debate of issues may be emerging. 

Carter zeroed in on a Reagan statement 
that, as president, be would scrap the pending 
SALT II strategic arms treaty and might 
threaten the Soviet Union with a nuclear 
arms race unless it negotiated a pact more to 
Reagan's liking. 

The president's description of this as a 
dangerous course sounded reminiscent of the 
"warmonger" charge he had thrown 


at 


Reagan earlier, but it responded specifically 
to a national security issue the Republican 
himself had raised. Reagan this time ignored 
Carter’s taunts. He concentrated on 
economic issues, ridiculing a Carter proposal 
for reviving die slumping steel industry and 
blaming the president for the high inflation 
and unemployment rates. 

Those will be major attack themes for each 
man in the final four weeks, and the main 
arena will be those dozen key states with the 
big population centers where the oiganized 
labor vote and the ethnic minorities are clus- 
tered. 

Those states where polls show the outcome 
is still in doubt are: New York, Mas- 
sachusetts, Connecticut, New Jersey, Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio, Michigan, Illinois, Wisconsin, 
Florida, Texas and California. 

They control 278 electoral votes among 
them — eight more than the 270-vote major- 
ity required in the electoral college which 
chooses the president under the U.S. indirect 
election system. Whoever wins the most 
popular votes in a state gets all of that state's 
electoral votes, ranging from three in Delaw- 
are to 45 in California. 

A candidate can win the popular vote 
nationwide and still lose the election if his 
opponent wins enough big cities. That is why, 
with the race so dose and time so short, the 
candidates are now mapping careful state- 
by-state battle plans and paying less attention 
to the generalized nationwide polls. 

A recent CBS Sew York Times poll, for 
example, showed Reagan at 40 per cent, the 


president at 35 and Anderson at a campaign- 
low of nine per cent, even after the publidty 
he gained from a televised campaign debate 
with Reagan. 

Polling analysts said most of that nine per 
cent was coming out of the Democratic col- 
umn — bad enough news for Carter. 

But Carter strategists are well aware that 
Anderson support is much higher than that in 
most of the 12 key states; They say his impact 
could be devastating if he can keep anything 
like the swing vote support he now has in 
those areas:

“However," he said, "what is important 
is... to put an end to the conflict without any 
foreign intervention whether from the super- 
powers or any other side." 

“We should never become the obedient 
tools in the bands of the great powers — 
Eastern or Western,” he said. “And we 
should not allow them to throw our home- 
lands in the furnace of their conflicts." 

On Afghanistan he said: “The dangerous 
situation created by the Soviet invasion and 
flagrant miliiaiy occupation of Afghanistan 
raises concern and fears among the peoples of 
the region and poses a threat to its security 
and stability. 

"Unfortunately the world community has 
so far failed to take a decisive measure to put 


an eod to the Soviet military occupation of 
Afghanistan and to those inhuman actions 
committed by the Soviet array of occupation ■ 
there.’* 

Pnnce Sand also called for the establish- 
ment of a new international economic order 
that would achieve political justice among 
world countries. He said that Saudi Arabia 
would spare no effort in its solidarity with the 
developing countries in their endeavors to 
establish such an order. 

In the meantime. Ui5. Secretary of State 
Edmund Muskie Friday hailed the efforts of 
Prince Saud in resolving the conflict between 
Iraq and Iran. He also denied that the United 
Stales intended to supply Iran with military 
hardware and ^pare parts in order to secure 
the release of the American hostages.
